In  the  year  1882  James  B.  Wilson,  whose  collec- 
tion Mr.  Eider  catalogued  and  sold  in  1908,  bought 
at  public  auction  sale  a $5.00  coin  of  a private  mint, 
for  $6.60,  cr  $1.60  over  its  face  value.  This  coin  lay 
in  his  bank  vault  until  after  his  death  when  at  pub- 
lic auction  Mr.  Elder  secured  it  for  the  tremendous 
price  of  $785.00. 

Some  years  later  a gentleman  of  Burlington, 
N.  J.,  took  a rare  $5.00  gold  piece  to  a prominent  col- 
lector and  sold  it  for  $90.  Last  year  it  sold  at  auc- 
tion for  $3,000.00. 


The  highest  price  ever  paid  for  an  American 
coin  was  $6,200.00,  at  public  sale  in  the  year  1904.
